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FOREWORD 


HE collection of American glass assembled over a period of about 

twenty years by the late William T. H. Howe richly merited the exalted 
position it held in the category of Americana. Through the medium of the sale 
of Part I, held last November in these Galleries, many rare and outstanding 
specimens have been absorbed into collections of American glass which are 
gradually being assembled in various of our art museums. Other fine speci- 
mens have contributed to the beauty and comprehensiveness of various private 
collections. Part II, which is to be sold on the afternoons of April 3 and 4, 
again offers an opportunity to acquire many superb examples of the crafts- 
manship which characterizes the skill of old-time glass blowers in the widely 
scattered glass houses which operated in America during the last part of the 
eighteenth and the early and middle nineteenth century. 

There are still remaining in Part II of the Howe collection so many out- 
standing and important examples that it is difficult to make a selection for 
special comment. In the category of Stiegel and Stiegel-type the outstanding 
item is catalogue number 376, an emerald green cone-shaped salt shaker with 
expanded small ogival design. ‘This is a unique specimen. The circular foot 
is separately formed and applied and the body patterned in a small mold 
such as was used for some of the Stiegel creamers. The emerald green salt, 
catalogue number 374, 1s a fine specimen, its ogee bowl patterned with a faint 
expanded ogival or diamond design. Number 375 is another emerald green 
salt, with yellow tone, the bowl more straight-sided and not contracting at the 
top. A particularly interesting feature in connection with this salt are streaks 
of yellow color near the base of the bowl, probably due to some impurity in 
the mixture when the piece was blown and a strong indication of American 
origin. There are several fine examples of the Stiegel amethyst perfume 
bottles, including catalogue number 74 in the diamond-daisy design and number 
339 which is one of the finest specimens we have ever seen in the much rarer 
ogival pattern. The sapphire blue sugar bowl and cover with expanding ogival 
pattern [catalogue number 54 ] is a superb example and is definitely of Stiegel 
characteristics in form and in the spirally ribbed pointed finial which adorns 
the lid. Of special interest is the blue paneled vase, number 409, which is 
unusual because of the panels being quite definitely swirled to the right. The 
other blue paneled vase [catalogue number 153], of a lighter tone, has a slight 
check in one side but is an interesting example of the much rarer type, having 
thirteen instead of twelve panels. 


In early South Jersey technique the dark amber sugar bowl and cover 
[catalogue number 127] is one of the finest examples known in this category. 
While characteristic of the peasant quality encountered in South Jersey tech- 
nique, it is fairly graceful in form and has a heavy narrow band of super- 
imposed decoration approaching the lily-pad type encircling the lower part of 
the bowl, which rests on an applied heavy flaring circular foot. The dome 
cover is surmounted by a stemmed globular finial. This sugar bow] was in the 
original collection of Herbert Lawton and at that time attributed to the early 
Keene, Marlboro Street, Glass Works, New Hampshire. When the notable 
collection formed by Mr Lawton was dispersed in February 1923, this item 
was acquired by Alfred B. Maclay and was subsequently purchased by 
Mr Howe at the Maclay sale in 1939. 

Important New York State and New England pieces reflecting the South 
Jersey technique are catalogue number 361, a magnificent New York State 
large pitcher in brilliant aquamarine with turquoise tone and characteristic 
superimposed lily-pad decoration; and number 381, a fine dark olive amber 
(black) glass pitcher with globular body, broad cylindrical neck and flaring 
rim with heavy horizontal ribbing, which is either of Connecticut or New 
Hampshire origin. The Saratoga, Mountain, Glass Works of Oscar Granger 
is represented by a dark olive green-black glass bowl with flaring rim and ball 
cover [catalogue number 126]; and the later Congressville Saratoga Works 
by two deep green pitchers [numbers 141 and 368] which were blown by 
Morris Holmes, who as a boy fourteen years of age started his apprenticeship 
in the early Mountain Glass House and later worked as a blower throughout 
the entire period of the factory’s operation. | 

As stated in connection with the sale of Part I, the Howe collection was 
justly famous for its many superb examples reflecting the outstanding skill of 
the early Ohio and Mid-Western blowers, who seem not only to have followed 
Stiegel technique but to have developed and created forms, colors, and an 
elaboration of pattern-molded designs distinctly American. In this category 
an extremely rare item is the brilliant golden amber sugar bowl and cover 
[catalogue number 77]. It is similar in form and in the dome cover to the rare 
molded sugar bowls and covers patterned in a twenty-four rib mold which were 
made in one of the early Zanesville glass houses. While this bowl is a plain 
free-blown piece, it is characteristic of Zanesville technique and actually rarer 
than the bowls which were patterned in the bottle molds. The small creamer 
[catalogue number 384 ] with wide flaring rim and overhanging lip is undoubt- 
edly also a Zanesville product and typifies creamers blown to go with the sugar 
bowls. ‘The brilliant green creamer [catalogue number 180] patterned in a 


twenty-four rib mold is another rarity and one of only three or four known 
examples. It illustrates the type of creamer which the Zanesville blowers made 
to match the sugar bowls with domed covers which were patterned in bottle 
molds. In spite of a tiny rim check this creamer is an important item. Another 
rare Ohio piece is the small yellow amber compote with knop stem and applied 
foot [catalogue number 89 ], and still another rare Ohio example is the large 
clear amber pitcher number 383. 

The outstanding item of the sale and also one of the finest examples of 
American glass in the entire Howe collection is catalogue number 444. This 
magnificent, brilliant amethyst sugar bowl was blown in a full-size three-part 
mold. The cover, of the same metal, was blown ina small mold and expanded 
with decoration of spiral ribbing which continues on the globular finial drawn 
out and formed from the same gather. The bowl shows a pattern of a wide 
band of medium diamond diapering between bands of vertical ribbing. ‘The 
flaring circular foot is separately formed and applied. Only about six of these 
rare sugar bowls are known. All have been found in the Mid-Western area 
and were probably blown in one of the early Ohio glass houses. ‘They rank 
among the greatest rarities in early American glass. In the category of blown 
three mold there are many other choice items, including catalogue number 448, 
a clear flint sugar bowl and cover of superlative quality and a deep amethyst 
footed salt [catalogue number 35 ], of a size, shape, and pattern of which only 
two or three specimens are known in amethyst. Another rare three-mold item 
is the pint barrel-shaped decanter, number 139, in clear yellowish olive green. 

Two very rare examples of historical pressed lacy glass deserve special 
mention. One is catalogue number 8, a six-inch octagonal plate depicting a 
side-wheel boat flying the American flag, and number 11, a brilliant small oval 
dish having on its flaring sides stippled panels with alternating circular medal- 
lions enclosing the American eagle and a small ship believed to represent the 
Constitution. Each of these items is numbered among the rarities in pressed 
lacy glass. Among the historical flasks are included many rare varieties and 
rare colors. 

It is well worth adding that the dispersal of this collection affords to the 
average collector of limited means an exceptional opportunity to acquire fine 
examples, not necessarily rarities, but characteristic of nearly every category 
of early American blown glass.
